however, magnificent and it is easy to imagine the Mongol hordes gathered there 
a thousand years ago. ‘The Wall, entirely hand made, is over 1500 miles in 
length and is said to be the only man-made feature visible from space. During 
our stay in Beijing area we also visited many ancient tombs and palaces of 
great splendour and historic interest, 


After 7 days we departed for the city of Tianjin (chin jing). This involved 

a bumpy twelve hour journey through thousands of acres of farmland on which the 
majority of ploughing and sowing is done by hand. The villages, though 
numerous, are small and consist of one room houses, although some farmers (the 
new rich due tothe liberalisation of the market policy) are building themselves 
two and three roomed houses. We seemed to be an even greater curiosity to the 
people of Tianjin although it had been a great centre of trade with the west and 
had a number of foreign concessions located there at the turmm of the century. 
Some ‘inglish, French and German 'residences' can still be seen there, 


Here we have a more 'domestic' programme, visiting the local carpet factory, 
seeing people at their work places and visiting a school. Delightful children 
recite lessons, dance for us and a group of 6 five year olds play Brahms 

Tullaby on cellos with both paneche and feeling. Walling the streets on my own, 
however, I note the occesional recalcitrant 3 year old being chastised, something 
I had not seen in Chinese communities in othr norts of the world and I wonder 
whether the 'single child' concept is going to cause serious problems for the 
nation in the future. The policy is emphasised enough. “very village and many 
buildings carry the exhortation 'Support family planning ...-. One couple woo. 

one child ....'. 


Towards the end of our stay in Tianjin I am struck down by a virulent form of 
the local flu and return to Beijing feeling very sorry for myself and my ill 
luck at a trip of a lifetime. I go to collect my rail ticket for my return 
trip to the UX. It says on it in 3 lancuages (Chinese, Russian and German) 
FROM PEEING TO BSRLIN via ULAN BATOR, MOSCO' AND WARSAW. 


Wditors willing, this dull saga will continue in a future issue. (Dull? No! 
Willing? Yes! Has)

LO} IN THE CLOUDS OF HRAVEN ...

however, magnificent and it is easy to imagine the Mongol hordes gathered there 
a thousand years ago. ‘The Wall, entirely hand made, is over 1500 miles in 
length and is said to be the only man-made feature visible from space. During 
our stay in Beijing area, we also visited many ancient tombs and palaces of 
great splendour and historic interest. 


After 7 days we departed for the city of Tianjin (chin jing). This involved 

a bumpy twelve hour journey through thousands of acres of farmland on which the 
majority of ploughing and sowing is done by hand. The villages, though 
numerous, are small and consist of one room houses, although some farmers (the 
new rich due tothe liberalisation of the market policy) are building themselves 
two and three roomed houses. We seemed to be an even greater curiosity to the 
people of Tianjin although it had been a great centre of trade with the west and 
had a number of foreign concessions located there at the turn of the century. 
Some nglish, French and German ‘residences! can still be seen there. 


Here we have a more 'domestic' programme, visiting the local carpet factory, 
seeing people at their work places and visiting a school. Delightful children 
recite lessons, dance for us and a group of 6 five yeer olds play Brahms 

Iullaby on cellos with both paneche and feeling. Walling the streets on my own, 
however, I note the occesional recalcitrant 3 year old being chastised, something 
I had not seen in Chinese communities in othr norts of the world and I wonder 
whether the 'single child' concept is going to cause serious problems for the 
nation in the future, ‘The policy is emphasised enough. "very village and many 
buildings carry the exhortation 'Support family planning .... One couple .... 

one child ....'. 


Towards the end of our stay in Tianjin I am struck down by a virulent form of 
the local flu and return to Beijing feeling very sorry for myself and my ill 
luck at a trip of a lifetime. I go to collect my reil ticket for my return 
trip to the UK. It says on it in 3 languages (Chinese, Russian and German)
